The apparent discrepancy which appears on comparison of silver and lead for the two years 1888 and 1889 can be explained by the 
large increase in the production of pure silver at Herberton for the latter year. 

The apparent falling off in the production of coal can be accounted for by the fact that several large colliery proprietors have 
neglected to furnish returns of their operations for the past year.
